Hank of London in Mexico City, told 
the house rules committee today that 
sending two American military ex 
petitions into Mexico and subsequent 
ly withdrawing them was largely re 
sponsible for the anti-American feel 
ing in Mexico. 
He declared that this caused the 
Mexicans to believe that America was 
afraid to assert her rights, and that 
after the ti-oops were withdrawn the 
Mexicans had a contempt 
for 
the 
Americans. 
Mitchell said that the riff raff in 
the Mexican army are largely respon 
sihle for the depredations in Mexico, 
particularly in the Tampico district. 
Americans are not treated with the 
same consideration as other foreign­ 
ers ans the witness said, and Ambas­ 
sador Fletcher was openly insulted on 
the streets of Mexico City, while en 
route to attend the Carranza inau­ 
guration, while the German embassa­ 
dor was cheered. 
Mitchell disagreed with Fletcher’s 
statement yesterday that the reason 
that Americans were the greater suf­ 
ferers was because they outnumbered 
other foreigners. 
He said that there 
were more Spanish and French than 
Americans in Mexico and that the 
Germans were well treated.

Increased Pay and No 
Dockage for Bad

LEAVENWORTH 
STRIKERS TO 
GET NO PITY 


Leavenworth, July 
24.—With the 
arrival of additional troops here to­ 
day officials of the United States 
disciplinary barracks that they will 
be able to deal with any situation 
which may develop form their inten­ 
tion to force 2,500 striking military 
prisoners to resume work tomorrow. 
The prisoners 
have 
been binder 
guard in their cells since refusing 
to work Tuesday morning. One pris­ 
oner sentenced t o r desertion, who was 
fatally wounded last night while at­ 
tempting to escape, died today. 


At the nnual session of the Rural 
Letter Carriers association of Texas, 
which adjourned at College Station 
Saturday, resolutions 
were adopted 
urging higher salaries for the car­ 
riers and an equipment allowance for 
the men to enable them to meet the 
increased cost of living. 
The 
salary 
for 
an h o rs e-draw 
vehicle route of the standard length 
of 24 miles should be $1500, the res- 
lution pointed out, while to this should 
be added an equipment and main­ 
tenance allowance to cover actual ex­ 
penses of not less than $600 per year, 
and that the same be made for every 
miles in excess of 24 as is reduced 
from the salary for every mile below 
the 24. 
On standard motor routes of 50 
miles a salary of $1800 is asked with 
an allowance ofl $50 per mile for 
every excess mile and an equipment 
and upkeep allowance of $900 per 
year. 
The resolutions also set forth 
that there should be no salary deduc­ 
tion when the carrier fails to make 
his rounds on account of the weather 
being extraordinarily severe or the 
roads impassable.

Coblenz, July 24.—The eyes of the 
commercial world of Germany are 
directed toward Mexico, according to 
ierman newspapers of recent date. 
With reference to Germany’s pros­ 
pective trade with Mexico the Ger­ 
man Anzeiger which is devoted to tho 
chemical industry says: 
“ In Munich 
there was formed in 1918 a German- 
Mexican society composed of ecuat- 
ed people. The purpose of this societ.v 
is to disseminate information about 
Mexico; lend impetus to the study of 
Spanish; bring about the teaching of 
tho German language and Oerrnan 
kultur in Mexican 
schools; 
induce 
Mexican salesmen to visit Germany; 
and induce Mexican youths to attend 
German 
universities. 
In 
Munich, 
1919, a similar society was organized 
in Bavaria with a charter member­ 
ship of 2(X> persons. 
“ In Renthingen there has been in­ 
corporated the ‘Almeco’ founded by 
industrial firms, the purpose af the 
organization being to facilitate ex 
change of raw products and other 
commodities between the two coun­ 
tries. 
“ SJeventy-five per cent of Mex 
ico’s exports found their way to the 
United States which regards Mexico 
as its warehouse. 
Of course those 
exports will now go to Germany. Our 
first duty is to secure from Mexico 
large imports of raw m aterials and 
not regard it as a dumping ground 
for German goods.”

DIGGERS FIND 
TEXAS RICH IN 
INDIAN RELICS 


Austin, July 24.—Texas is rich in 
Indian relics, * some of them proba­ 
bly dating back many centuries, ac­ 
cording to J. E. Pearce, professor of 
anthropology aS the University of 
Texas, who with R. Bedichek, also of 
the university faculty, have begun to 
excavate the Indian 
mounds 
near 
Round Rock. 
A large quantity of Indian imple­ 
ments, utensils, pottery and other in­ 
teresting relics of the red man al­ 
ready have been 
unearthed, 
Prof. 
Pearce says. 
The work is being car­ 
ried on systematically and is expect­ 
ed to result in new light being thrown 
upon the life of Indians in Texas in 
early days. 
A fter excavating the 
Round Rock 
mounds, it is planned to excavate 
mounds of a different type, near 
Liberty Hill, Tex.

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FIVE KILLED 
STRIKE B E H OFI 
WHITE INSPECTORS 
DURING STREET CLASHES 


Another White Woman Attacked But Beats Off 
Black Assailant A fte t Being Alm ost Disrobed 
in Struggle — M artial Law Expected to Rule 
Capital City to Settle Disturbance. 


Washington, 
July 
22.— The 
proclamation of martial law may 
he necessary to end the race riot­ 
ing which remitted I ant night in 
killing five persons and injury to 
fifty. 
Two hundred rioters are 
under arrest. 
Among the dead 
are Harry Wilson, a detective, 
and four negroes. 
The first police report today 
was of another white woman at­ 
tacked at Capitol Heights last 
n^ght 
by a 
negro. 
The 
wo­ 
man was practically disrobed in 
her struggle with her assailant, 
who 
escaped 
after 
she 
had 
scratched and bitten him badly. 
The negro had loitered about 
the woman’s house all yesterday, 
but had finally 
been 
scarced 
away. This is the seventh negro 
attack upon white women within 
the last two weeks. 
Despite the aid of the military 
provost guards the police have 
been unable to cope 
with 
the 
rioters. 
It is believed that sev­ 
eral negroes are fatally hurt in 
addition to those already report­ 
ed as dead. 
Police reserves 
and 
provost 
guards rushed through the streets 
all n^ght answering riot calls. 
Forty-five calls were turned in at 
one precinct 
alone 
between 
7 
p. rn. and I a. rn. 
Negroes were prepared, hav­ 
ing purchased hundreds of re­ 
volvers yesterday. 
Early in the 
evening they formed crowds in 
the negro sections and attacked 
white men wherever found. 
Later in the night the negroes 
dispersed as a mob, but in groups 
they 
took 
possession of high 
powered automobiles and raced 
through the streets firing at all 
white* within range. 
It is believed that numerous 
casualties resulted from this in­ 
discriminate firing which has not 
been reported to the police.

spectors from the state department 
presented themselves to conduct the 
examination. 
Miss Blanton said the negroes made 
a mistake, as she acted in the inter­ 
est of the honest negroes; that re­ 
ports had come to her that wholesale 
cheating was being planned at cer­ 
tain places and to stop it she sent a 
white inspector to each of the sixteen 
negro normals to conduct the exam­ 
inations, as is occasionally done with 
white normals. 
Where cheating is 
detected in examinations all students 
lose their rights and Miss Blanton 
said that her method would save the 
honest student. She visited the Aus­ 
tin normal, but found the students 
had gone. She also advised that mes­ 
sages had come from the La Grange 
normal suggesting that the Austin 
.students walk out. 
Miss Blanton is 
not advised whether the La Grange 
normal sent the same request to all 
of the negro normals. She was sym­ 
pathetic and expressed regret that the 
negroes did not see and appreciate the 
advantage extended.

proportion are homeless. Most fami­ 
lies have been deprived of their wage- 
eamers by death. The mother is now 
obliged to support herself and chil­ 
dren on what she can produce on a 
farm stripped of its machinery and 
tools. 
Most of the small stores of 
seed for next spring’s sowing were 
removed by the enemy.

The Red Cross hospitals are crowd­ 
ed with mothers carrying emaciated 
children, old men with the infirmities 
of their years, old women bent and 
misshapen, and young men broken by 
war.

Hon. Clarence Ousley, who recent­ 
ly retired as director of the extension 
service of A. and M. college in prder 
to accept temporary business con­ 
nections in the east, following his re­ 
linquishment of his duties as assistant 
secretary of agriculture, was given an 
ovation this morning when he ad­ 
dressed the county home and farm 
demonstration agents and the short 
course students at A. and M. college. 
He was presented by Walton Peteet, 
long associated with him in the news­ 
paper business as well as in the ex­ 
tension service, as a man with a vision 
of service who had accomplished far 
more in building up the extension 
service than the directors of the col­ 
lege had hoped for when he was elect­ 
ed, and the audience showed its ap­ 
preciation by rising when Mr. Ousley 
was introduced. 
“I love every inch of this state from 
the Sabine to the Rio Grande and 
from the Gulf of Mexico to the Colo­ 
rado line,” Mr. Ousley began, “and 
I can no more think of abandoning it 
permanently or losing my interest in 
the extension service to which I have 
given the past five years of my life 
than I could think of forgetting my 
daughters after they are married. 
I 
have formed some business interests 
that will keep me out of the state 
more than in it for the next few 
months, but this arrangement is only 
temporary. It has been the dream of 
my life to spend my last days upon 
a Texas farm and that dream is going 
to be realized more quickly than some 
of you may think. I came from the 
farm; I love the country life and 
nothing is more vital to the welfare 
of the nation just now 
than 
the 
strengthening of our country life and 
I want to share in the quiet Joya 
and blessing which it confers. 
“If I have contributed anything to 
the extension service it 
has 
been 
through my seeing the work rather 
than my self. 
But I confidently be­ 
lieve that I have contributed to this 
phase of public service all there was 
in me of particular value. The work 
is now permanently established, is in 
competent hands and will continue to 
go forward. 
I have sought to stress 
the economics of agriculture rather 
than the science of agriculture, be­ 
cause I do not believe it is as neces­ 
sary to increase production as it is for 
the farmer to be able to obtain a pro­ 
fit on which he produces, and if I have 
contributed anything of value to the 
extension service it has been in the 
laying of emphasis upon the economic 
side of agriculture.

GOOD HIGHWAYS 
OF FOODSTUFFS 


That national highway system 
is of first importance if rural 
postal operations are to be made 
efficient is 
the 
statem ent by 
Fourth 
A ssistant 
Postm aster 
General Blakeslee. 
During the year 1918, the rural 
delivery service of the postoffice 
department collected and deliver­ 
ed an estimated number of 3,- 
870,068,06<P pieces of mail. 
In 
the performance of this service 
43,236 rural routes were utilized 
and an average of 1,121,753 miles 
of travel over highways was ac­ 
complished each day, or a total of 
344,378,324 miles 
for 
the 307 
working days of the year, on the 
basis of figures supplied by Mr. 
Blakeslee’s office. 
The direct cost of this trans­ 
portation 
government 
officials 
place at about $65,800,000, while 
the 
gross 
postage 
revenues 
amounted to abouti $48,962,950. 
When overhead costs such as 
clerking, supervision, 
etc., 
are 
taken into account, the probable 
expense is rated at $70,000,000. 
On this basis there would ap­ 
pear to be a deficit annually of 
$20,000,000, but since the hand­ 
ling of this mail by the rural de­ 
livery service is only one factor, 
the railways, urban, delivery and 
other phases of the service enter­ 
ing into the operation, it is ob­ 
vious that only a small part of 
the gross revenue can be attri­ 
buted to this branch. 
Hence the conclusion is arrived 
a t that during 1918 the deficit in 
the rural delivery service could 
not have been less than $50,000,- 
000. 
The vital importance 
of 
the 
service both from the standpoint 
of material benefits accruing to 
farm ers and business men gen­ 
erally, aside from the spiritual 
value resulting to the nation in 
free 
communication 
of 
ideas, 
makes any relinquishment of the 
service unthinkable. 
The only course left is to con­ 
sider ways and means of cutting 
down 
the deficit, and after a 
thorough survey, the officials of 
the departm ent have come to the 
conclusion that a means can be 
hat! to this end in the improve­ 
ment and maintenance of at least 
1,000,000 miles of highways in 
the United States. 
Without going too greatly into 
details, the survey showed that 
little reduction in operating costs 
could be made in the first, sec­ 
ond and third-class divisions. 
When 
the fourth class was 
reached, however, it was shown 
that the average number of par­ 
cel post packages delivered each 
day per route is but 6.09 pieces.

RAISING MEDICINAL 
PUNTS IS SUCCESS 


School of Veterinarians 
Produce and Harvest 
Many I 'ariettes. 
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The school of veterinary medicine 
at College is now in possession of one 
of the largest gardens for medicinal 
plants in the south. 
Early last spring, Dr. S. N. Black 
b o g , who is in charge of the depart­ 
ment of physiology, pharmacology, 
and 
toxicology, 
prepared 
a 
plot, 
170x50 feet, east of Francis hall for 
a medicinal plant garden. 
He en­ 
deavored to ascertain which medicinal 
plants would grow in this territory 
and therefore, planted a very large 
variety of seeds. 
The garden now 
contains excellent crops of tile more 
common medicinal plants. 
These medicinal plants are being 
raised chiefly for instructional pur­ 
poses. 
Dr. Blackberg will instruct 
the students in extracting the active 
principles of the drugs, as a part of 
the laboratory work in the depart 
rnent of pharmacy. 
He also aimr to

Senors L. A. d’Almeida and Octavio 
Peres, the former of Bahia, and the 
latter of Punambuco, representatives 
of Brazil who are spending a year 
in the United States in the study of 
agricultural methods in this country, 
are spending some time in Brazos 
eountyr in connection with their studies 
and yesterday took a trip to the R. Q- 
Astin farm near here, in company 
with Mr. Astin, J. A. McQueen and 
G. L. Belton. 
The Astin farm is said to be one of 
the best equipped farms in the state, 
having electric lights, a complete wa­ 
ter works system, blooded shorthorn 
cattle and Poland-Chlna hogs and two 
150-ton concrete silos. 
The South American visitors were 
very much interested in the silos, par­ 
ticularly so, as there were six wagons 
and a big truck busily engaged yes­ 
terday in hauling the com to the 
cutter for the filling of the huge silage 
containers. The corn, which was rais­ 
ed on u 30-acre field, made from 
fifty to sixty-five bushels to Hie acre, 
arco riling to the estim ate of Mr. Bol­ 
son. and was of exceptionally fine 
quality. 
The thirty acres produced 
enough to fill the two silos, a yield of 
ten tons to the acre. The silage was 
being put up at the rate of a hundred 
tons per day. 
Mr. Astin expects to put his fine 
stock in first class condition with 
some of the silage now being stowed 
away. 
He is counting upon its aid 
to put them iii shape to compete with 
the very best at the stock show to be 
held in Bryan in connection with Tur­ 
key Day, November 12. 
The gentlemen from Brazil have 
been in the United States for sonic 
time and speak English cattily, both 
of them being highly educated men.

Can you give a simple method of 
calculating the horsepower of a steam 
boiler from its dimensions?—A. B. C. 
Strictly speaking, there is no such 
thing as the horsepower of a boiler. 
The horsepower rating varies with the 
type of boiler and the conditions un­ 
der which it is used. However, a prac­ 
tical way of getting at what is called 
the horsepower of a boller is sug­ 
gested as follows: 
Allow one-third 
square feet of grate surface per horse­ 
power. 
A boiler will evaporate 3 1-2 
gallons of w ater per hour per horse­ 
power, and will burn four pounds of 
coal per hour per horsepower. 
The 
rule for determining the standard 
boiler horsepower is: 
Subtract 
the 
tem perature of the feedwater, in de­ 
grees Fahrenheit, from the totul heat 
of I pound of steam above 82 degrees 
at the pressure of the actual evapora 
tion. 
Add 32 to the remainder and 
multiply this sum by the weight of 
water evaporated per hour into dry 
steam. 
Divide this product by 33, 
380.
